Washington, March 20.—Balked in 
their desire to get the measure up 
today under a suspension of the rules, 
republican house leader in charge of 
the compromis. soldiers’ bonus bill 
still were determined tonight to put 
the measure through. this week.

WasLington, March 20,—The post- 
office appropriation bill, _ carrying 
$623,775,000, was passed late today 
by the senate after a heated fight. 
The measure carries $63,309,000 more 
than as passed by the house, $50,000,- 
000 of the increase going for federal 


The bill also carries provisions for 
restoring to service the New York 
pneumatic mai! tubes and for continu- 
ing the New York to San Francisco 
air mail service. The vote on the tube 
amendment was 39 to 19 and camé 
after a bitter attack had been made 
on the proposition by several demo- 
crats. The $50,000,000 was accepted 
by the senate without debate and 
without a roll call. 
Fight on Appointments. 

A fight centering around postoffice 
appointments, originating early in 
discussion of the bill, resulted just 
before adjournment of the senate in 
the introduction by Senator Harrison, 
democrat, Mississippi, of a resolution 
calling on the president to supply 
the senate with the number of execu- 
tive orders he has issued removing 
postoffices from civil service classi- 
fication. The resolution went over 
under the rules. 

The fight which culminated in the 
Harrison resolution was precipitated 
by an amendment increasing the 
number of postal inspectors from 420 
to 520, a move which Mr. Harrison 
charged was to make more places for 
republicans. The delgte quickly en- 
tered the subject of postmaster ap- 
pointments and the president was

To Keep Country 
Boys on the Farm

John Armstrong Chaloner, of New 
York and Cobham, Va., known all over 
the United States as the author of 
the laconic inquiry, “Who's looney 
now?” was a visitor in Atlanta Mon- 
day for the second time in as man 
months, this time on an entirely dif- 
ferent mission. 

He is now, and has been for some 
months past, interested in a plan 
which has already received the stamp 
of approval of six state superintend- 
ents oi education for placing moving 
pictures in rural communities, prefer- 

ably in the rural public schools, in 
order to check the movement from 
the farms to the cities by furnishing 
the recreation which the farmer lacks; 
to extend visual instructions in tne 
rural public schools, and to turn the 
schools into community centers, and 
thereby vastly — their scope of 
oe and servic 

Mr. Chaloner stated that State Su- 
perintendent of ‘Education M. 
Brittain had spoken highly of bis 


it. Mr, Brittain’s approval, he stated, 
was the seventh out of the eleven 


sanctioned his project. 
Protects His Labor. 


In December, 1920, said Mr. 
Chaloner, he conceived the plan to 
prevent depopulation of the farms 
after his own help had been lured 
away by the amusements afforded by 
the towns and cities. He had con- 
ducted a large dairy. business on his 
400-acre estate known as “The Merry 
Mills,“ two miles from Cobham, Va. 
The extent of his business reached to 
Richmond, 100 miles away. He was 
therefore ‘confronted with an up-to- 
date plant with no help to run it. 

He then decided upon the plan ef 
competing with the amusement places 
of nearby towns and cities by con- 

verting an up-to-date barn into a 
moving pitcure theater, He installed 
modern machines in his barn, together 
with electric lights and heaters, and 
seats to accommodate three hundred 
people. Nlectrie fans were also in- 
stalled to keep the place cool in sum- 
mer. No admission fee was charged. 
His theater was always crowded to 
capacity. The press of the nation 
broadcasted the news throughout the 
entire country, and his. experiment 
was watched. with the greatest en- 
thusiasm. 

He decided to close his theater when 
summer came, but was prevailed upon 
to keep it open, and was even asked 
to charge an admission fee in order 
that the theater might remain open. 
He decided to charge 5 cents for chil- 
dren and 10 cents for adults, and dur- 
ing the months of May, June and July, 
the theater took in $1,000 with shows 
running only twice a week: His the- 
ater is known as “The r Mills 
Community Center Movie.”

Ready for Trial 
By Police Board 


T. D. Shaw, lieutenant of detec- 
tives, now suspended under charges 
of incompetency, will begin his final 
fight for reinstatement at 7:30 
o’clock Tuesday night when the 
board of police commissioners takes 
up the trial of the Officer on charges 
growing out of the bunco investiga- 
tion. 

The case was called for trial a few 
weeks ago. but the police board post- 
poned the case to ask council for an 
appropriation to bring several wit- 
nesses back to Atlanta, The re- 
quest was declined, and both sides 
are now ready for the fight.

Charge of Cruelty 
By Insane Husband 
Questioned in Suit 


Do acts of cruelty to the wife by 
the husband, while he is insane, 
constitute such cruel treatment under 
the law as will serve for divorce 
grounds? This question will have to 
be decided by the Fulton superior 
court in passing upon a demurrer filed 
Monday by Len B. Guillebeau, repre- 
senting W. W. Moody in a divorce 
suit which was recently filed against 
him by his wife, Mrs. Susie Moody, 
of 537 Capitol avenue. 

In her petition for divorce, which 
was filed by Attorneys Etheridge, 
Sams & Etheridge, Mrs. Moody alleges 
acts of cruel treatment by Mr. Moody, 
and then further alleges that she be- 
lieved by reason of these acts that he 
was insane, that physicians pro- 
nounced him insane, and that she had 
him committed to the state sanitarium 
at Milledgeville, from which institu- 
tion ha has been discharged. 

In the demurrer, Attorney Guille- 
beau contends that the acts of cruelty 
alleged in the petition do not furnish 
any grounds for divorce, because the 
petition shows that Mr. Moody, the 
defendant, was insane at the time he is 
alleged to have mistreated his wife. 

The hearing on the demurrer is 
expected at this term of the court.

The announcement of the decision 
for complete American evacuation of 
occupied territory in Germany was

He indicated that the step was 
ordered in compliance with the policy 
previously announced of withdrawing 
the Rhine forces as quick as possible.

‘urned, whici will be before July 1.

If it were possible for this same 
faith, energy and effort to concentrate 
itself on the political mathinery of 
the city, Atlanta would. be the best 
governed city in the south. 

Unfortunately it is true, however, 
that a large percentage of our adult 
population is supremely indifferent to 
the matter of city government. Many 
people who idly sit by and eritleise 
are too much engrossed in their busi- 
ness. affairs anc social interests to 
take the trouble to register and vote. 

The charter election, which may 
take place soon, is perhaps the most 
important election ever held in Atlan- 
ta.

After being twice postponed because 
of illness of certain executive officers 
of the Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph company, che hearing of the 
general telephone rate revision case 


involving exchange rates at 152 ex- 
changes, will “begin Tuesday morning 
before the state railroad commission, 
it was announced at the commission’s 
office Monday: 

This is one ‘of the 
rates cases te come before the com- 
mission in more than year. In Feb 
ruary, 1921, the commission granted 
the telephone company authority to 
make sweeping increases in rates in 
exchanges in Atlanta and other Geor- 
gia cities operated by the Southern 
Bell company. Later, the commission 
granted the independent telephone 
companies located in several Georgia 
cities authority to make virtually the 
same increases as were made by the 
larger company. The increases grant- 
ed the telephone companies amounted 
to approximately $1,000,000 a year = 
revenue. 

In issuing a rule nisi to the com: 
pany requiring the company to show 
cause before the commission why its 
rates should not be reduced, the com- 
mission called for the submission as 
evidence of several detailed statements 
of appraisals of the telephone com- 
pany s property in Georgia. 

Recently, in preparation for the 
hearing, representatives of the tele- 
phone company have visited all parts 
of the state in taking inventories 
of the properties. 

The telephone company will be rep- 
resented at the hearing by attorne, 
headed by Hunt Chipley. It was 
learned that the Macon Chamber of 
Commerce will send a delegation to 
appear before the commission to ask 
for reductions in telephone rates in 
that city. Attorneys and delegations 
from other towns and cities also are 
expected. 

Macon Asks Lower Rates. 

Macon, Ga., March 20.—(Special.) 
City Attorney Harry S. Strozier left 
for Atlanta this afternoon to represent 
the city of Macon at the hearing on 
telephone rates to be held tomorrow 
morning before the Georgia railroad 
commission. Traffic Manager B. Gil- 
ham, of the’ Macon freight bureau, 
also wöl attend as representative of 
the Macon Chamber of Commerce: 

The uearing is based on complaints 
of several Macon business houses that 
prevailing telephone rates are too 
high. The present rates in Macon for 
individual telephones are $3.90 per 
month and for business houses $6.60 
per month. 

Delegates from other Georgia cities 
will be present at tomorrow’s hearing.

Nothing’ is more vital than the progress 
of your son in school, and to feel — that 
you are willing and anxious to lend your 
best efforts in promoting bis success in his 
school activities. Relying on this, we are 
taking the liberty of offering these sugges- 

ons: 

First. Find out what your son is taking. 
The school requires him to make a ached- 
vie. Have him make a copy for you. It 
should contain at least five subjects or, 
six periods of work. 

Second. See that your son brings his 
books home. Sometimes a boy loses one of 
his books and goes a week or more with- 
out the teacher learning of the fact. 

Third. See that he studies some every 
night. The average boy should study from 
two to two and a half hours each day. 
Try this schedule: 5:30 to 6:30 study, 7:45 
to 9:15 study, 9:30 to bed. 

If your boy studies less than this or is 
compelled to study more than this, a con- 
ference with his teachers ought to be had. 

Fourth. Boys should be encouraged to 
stay at home during the first four nights of 
the school week. We wish to make it plain 
that a boy has no time for study at school. 
Consequently, if he goes out at night, his 
lessons go unprepared. 

Fifth. Take an active interest in his work, 
his studies, bis literary society, athletics, 
rainbow, etc. Find out the names of his 
teachers. We find many parents do not 
know even the name of their son’s first pe- 
riod teacher, Our interest in your eon’s in- 
terests will react in renewed and increased 
interest on his part. 

Sixth. Keep in touch with the school. 
You are welcome to visit the school and 
classrooms at any time. Read our Rainbow. 
Attend our games and public programs when- 
ever possible. 

A little co-operation on the part of the 
parents will increase the teacher's effec- 
tiveness greatly and add materielly to the 
progress of your son.

I eame again within the 
orbit of the influence of Mahatma 
Gandhi and President Wilson's self- 
determination. I remember that when 
was in India some years ago peo- 
ple said: ‘Now. if you want to know 
how natives should be ruled, go to the 

tch possessions—kindness and firm- 
ness is the motto, chiefly firmness.’ 

“But before I landed at Batavia, the 
heautiful capital, there were rumors 
of strikes, semi-political in nature. 
There is a ‘volksraad,’ or people’s par- 
The newspapers had said 
things they should not Gay, people ve- 
gan to talk abort IreMnd and British 
india, a little uneasily I thought. 
There are 5,000,000 Mohammedans 
here, and they are in touch with their 
brother Moslems in Palestine, Turkey 
and Isewhere. There is a curious 
similarity in the fact that old Batavia, 
like old Bombay, is building out in 
every direction, great business build- 
ings and the rest of it, and like old 
Bombay, there is the desire for self- 
determination and talk of President 
Wilson and Ireland. 

Describes Siam. 


“Merely giancing at my visit to the 
wonders of Indo-China, which 1 have 
described in a good many American 
newspapers, 1 will go to a little coun- 
try which has seiu-determination of 
its own kiad, Siam. Inis form of 
seif-determinauion is an absolute mon- 
arehy. It is advised in foreign attairs 
by an American, Dr. Kidon James, 
capable and well spoken of by tune 
Sliumese and the offiaais (mostly Brit- 
ish). Siam seemed to me a well ruled, 
weil managed little country. its cup- 
ital, Bangkok, is a very interesung 
city; the goif clubs are excellent and 
there is real grass on the greens, 
There were complaints among the 
members of the tour hundred because 
the king would not marry his eidest 
sister, according to custom, but if 
there is anything very wrong in the 
sovernment of Siam it is difticult to 
find it. 

“The local newspaper men, 
usually regard me as a brother, bad 
no inside story to tell other than tue 
usual gossip, The king speaks Eng- 
lisa as Weil as you do; ne is well read 
and is the only monarch whose ac- 
quaintance 1 have made who has tue 
wisdom to use the editorial colamus 
of the local newspapers for heart to 
beart talks with bis subjects. Siam 
seemed to me the proof 
countries can exist, even though sur- 
rounded by great naval and military 
powers. 

Island of Ceylon. 


J drew nearer and nearer to Brit- 
ish India; firstly, through our beau- 
titul and prosperous Maiaya, where 
your tires largeiy come from, then to 
the garden island vf Ceylon. Rather 
to my surprise 1 found that Ceylon 
is full of independence talk. Some 
native gentlemen who came to me 
about seif-determination were very an- 
gry when I said I had heard that 
kind of talk among the Filipinos. 

We don't like to be compared with 
they told me. 

“The self-determination movement 
18 quite alive in Ceylon at the moment. 
A propagandist, an Indian barrister, 
trained in England, had just arrived 
islands and was, 1 
thought, very properly expelled by the 
Ceylon government, Many years ago 
I saw a man try that kind of talk on 
Boston common and I doubt whether 
at any time afterward he was in a con- 
dition to make any kind of appear- 
ance anywhere. 


“From Ceylon I went to India, nat- 
urally very anxious and very interest- 
ed to see what changes had been 
brought about since my previous. visit 
by the war and by President Wilson's 
announcements. India is a vast, com- 
plicated country, ruled partly by a 
combination of the British and natives. 
and also by some hundreds of native 
princes, of whom the Nizam of Hy- 
derabad is perhaps the most powerful. 
Some of these native states have their 
own armies; some, though by no 
means all, are very wealthy. In gen- 
eral, it may be. stated that their ex- 
istenee is bound up with British rule. 

India Poor Country. 

“Little by little we have extended 
the territory we assisted to athninis- 
ter. There is some stupid notion 
abroad that the possession of India is 
profitable to Great Britain. That J 
believe to be nonsense. India is a 
poor country. India affords a small 
number of appointments for officials 
who are not as well paid as news- 
paper men, who are exi'ed for twenty 


| or thirty years in a country in which 


it is impossible to bring up white chil- 
dren, and who have nothing like the 
scope of the young men who go to 
Australia, New Zealand and the Fed- 
erated Malay states. The viceroy of 
India, Lord Reading, late our Jord 
chief justice and former ambassador 
at Washington, has a large sounding 
salary, but has an amount of enter- 
taining probably unequaled by any 
other public functionary anywhere. 
The governors of the Indian prov- 
inces do not receive salaries equal to 
some of my own staff, and their ap- 
pointment is for five years only. 

“Our soldiers protect India from the 
very warlike tribes of the north: our 
doctors and our missionaries, assisted 
by those of other nations, have done 
much toward the health and sanita- 
tion of India. 

„J do not know exactly how many 
races there are in this congestion of 
peoples. Just before I was there 
some fanatic Mohammedans called 
Moplahs had broken out and killed, 
circu and beaten up a great 
number of Hindus. 

Altogether here are some hun- 
dred and eighty thousand white ple 
in India among three hund and 
twenty million colored. In recent riots 
at Bombay, Hindus and Mohamme- 


dans alike attacked the Parsees, thé
